A law suit which attracted a great deal 


of attention iu now in progress before

Farner, charged with perjury.

a week ago. Mr. Farner is the city mar- 
shal, and the day of the row was at the 
depot when the afternoon mail arrived 
from the east, and in making tin arrest, 
Henry Chapman interfered and the pris- 
oner made his escape.

The arguments in the Fred. Ahollz 


forgery case were concluded yesterday 
afternoon, and soon after 7 o'clock the 
jury agreed upon a verdict. The judge 
ami attorneys were notified and every- 
thing was in readiness to announce the 
verdict, but the defendant was not in 
court. He had gone home to supper. 
The court waited for him to come in, bnt 
he did not appear, and an officer was sent 
to his home, on Mason street, to notify 
him that his presence was desired. Short- 
ly liefore 8 o'clock he appeared in com- 
pany with Constable Weiteel, and the 
jury having appeared the verdict was 
handed to Judge Smith by the foreman, 
O./. Greene. It WIIB announced: "We, 
the jury, find tlio defendant guilty on 
tlio third count," which was for uttering 
u forged paper, anil "llx IU'H imprisonment 
al one sear in I ho ponitenlmij." Attor- 
neys I'usco, StoneU and Urea, who with 
Mr. Kwing, were counsel for the defend- 
ant, were present, and Mr. Cren )wiled 


t ho jury. Then ho entered u motion for 
a new trial, and the entry on the docket 
having been made, the court ordered Mr. 
Aholtz placed in custody of the sheriff. 
To tins Attorney Pasco objected, saying 
that the defendant was under good bonds 
for forgery in another case; bnt the court 
cut him off 1>> stating that it was the 
universal custom to plaee u party con- 
victed of ii felony in custody. There was 
no way out of the situation, and Mr. 
Aholtz, after some delay growing out of 
defendant's desire to consult with attor- 
neys, was taken over to jail and locked 
ill). 


Mr. Aholtz has been plaintiff and de- 


fendant in many cases in circuit and ap- 
pellate courts. It is said he has hud nearly 
!)() cases on tho dockets, and has been so 
long at law that ho believes he is smarter 
than many of the attorneys. In justices' 
courts ho has frequently appeared in his 
own behalf. Ab heretofore stated, the 
forgorj charge growt out of the tiling of 
ni} injunction bond in the circuit court. 
It was for IffiiOO, and tho name of George 
Stare was put upon it as one of the sure- 
ties Aholtz was defeated bore and in 
tho appellate, court, and when the bonds- 
men were sued to recover costs in the liti- 
gation, Mr. Stare first heard of his mime 
being on tho bond, and he pronounced 
tin-signature a forgery. The paper was 
lined for the benefit of Mr. Aholtz, and 
lie was indicted on two separate charges. 
On the witntssjjtaud the defendant said 
ho had authority from Mr. Staro to sign 
Ins name to bonds. Mr. Stiire himself 
(ratified that ho did not sign tho bond, 
and dill not give Mr. Aholtz or liny onu 
else permission to sign his name to bonds, 
bond.

to toe Held. 


Orlando Powers Donates 20 Acres for tin- 


Site. 


The adjourned meeting of Decatur citi- 


zens to further consider the ways and 
mean's of seeming the permanent locu- 
tion of the state fair at this point was 
held at the court house last night, Dr. H. 
C. Johns occupying the chair. There 
was a large attendance ot property own- 
ers and .the discussion was of a more 
hopeful character, the general feeling 
being that Decatnr should make every 
possible effort to secure the fair. Senator 
Johns, who came up from Springfield 
last evening 
to attend the meeting, 


brought with him a copy ot the bill as 
introduced for adoption in the legislature, 
audit was read by the secretarj. The 
amount of the appropriation is left blank 
in the bill, and there is a provision for 
two paved streets from the central part 
of the city to the ground entrance. 


Chairman Montgomery, of the locution 


committee, was not ready to make a final 
report, but said the committee believed 
they conld get IfiO acres including llu> 
old fair grounds by taking in the Andrew 
Dennis farm, forming n square piece of 
ground. 


Senator Johns was called upon for a 


speech, lie stated that the four compet- 
ing points were Deeittnr, Springfield, 
Peoriuand Bloomington; that the people 
of the last named place, he had reiibon So 
Iwlieve, were working secretly. All were 
active and energetic. It is the purpose 
of those in favor of Springfield to have 
the bill passed with the name of the cap- 
ital inserted in the document, thus taking 
that important matter out of the hands 
of the state board of agriculture, whose 
members he believed to l>e in favor of 
Decatur. He spoke of the advantages 
the fair would be to Decatnr, increasing 
the population, giving employment to 
people for many months, and enhancing 
the value of property. It is admitted 
that all the successful state fairs have 
been held in Decatur. They were four 
in number. Of the 100 acres required in 
the bill, permanent buildings of large 
structure and much expense put up b> 
manufacturing linns would l>e scattered 
over 50 acres. The Senator suggested 
that special meetings of the county board 
and city council be held an soon as pos- I 
Bible and that these bodies l>e solicited to 
I 


aid in tilling the requirements of tlio bill, 
and further that ;i large committee of 
citizens be selected, not to solicit money, 
but to assess those who will be beneHlted 
most bj the fair, and then go to those 
abBessed"and have them plank down the 
cash. It is useless to work in the matter 
except to comply with the bill in its pres- 
ent form, though it might not be adopted 
as presented. He believed Decatnr had 
a good show to get the fair. 


In response to calls Dr. K. L. Wrist on 


spoke earnestly in favor of aggressive 
work, and urged that the people second 
the activity displayed by Senator Johns. 


Supervisor Freeman WHS anxious to 


have the fair located in Decatur, anil he 
believed all members of the county board 
felt likewise.

it can be avoided, as it arouses the dor- 
mant devil in the beasts. Getting to 
handle the lion the tamer begins by 
stroking him down the, back, gradually 
working up to the -head, which he be- 
gins to scratch, and the. lion, which, 
like the cat, likes friction, begins to 
rub his head against the hand. When 
Ihis familiarity is well established a 
board is handed tothe trainer, which he 
places aero-'s the cage, and teiienes the 
lion to jump over it. 
(iradiinlly this 


board is heightened, the lion jumping 
over it at every stage, and then come 
the hoops, etc., held on lop of the 
board to cpiicken the beast's under- 
standing. To teach the animal to jump 
over the trainer the hitler stoops along- 
side the board, so that when the lion 
clears one he clears the other, ami half 
a do/.en lessons are generally snllieicnt 
to teach him this. To get a lion to 
lie down and allow the trainer to htand 
on him is more dillicnll.

THE EUCALYPTUS. 


Some ot the Remarkable Properties of • 


Beautiful Aa»tr»Uan Tree. 


Some years ago, when a mail steam- 


ship line was establ1 lied between San 
Francisco and the Australian Islands, 
enterprising persons sought to transfer 
some of the wild products of the latter 
region to California soil. 
One thing 


attracted the attention of the admirers 
of nature, and that was the eucalyptus 
tree, which formed 99 percent, of the 
forest vegetation of Australia. 
This 


tree grow's very rapidly in that coun- 
trv with a -trafght stem reachingcom- 
nionh iW feet in height, and having a 
circumference of several feet at the 
base. 
It was believed that as this tree 


produced a great mass of leaves, it 
could be utilized for shade as well _ as 
ornamentation, if the soil of the Pacilic 
States should be found suitable to its 
oroNVlh. 
The experiment was tried, 


and 
slips of 
the Australian forest 


giant transferred lo California, where 
they soon took root and thrived in the 
pro'lilie soil of the Golden State. 
The 


tree was found to furnish honey to bees 
and in this way alone the foreigner wa- 
sooii n.-cert:»iiieil to be a valuable addi- 
tion to Ihe honey-giving products of 
tlmt now extensive 
honey-producing 


State. 
It was ascertained that the 


eucalyptus 
globiilus, or blue gum. 


could be further utilized 5*a remedy 
for marsh and other fevers. 
So valu- 


able, indeed, is it that it will dcMroy 
nnd feed 
upon the nnihialcules of 


marshy regions nml help to eradicate 
mosquitoes by destrojing the food on 
which they exist. Us value by being 
ctneacious in such fevers has given to 
the tree among many persons, especial- 
ly the Spanish-Americans, the name of 
the "fever tree," and it is, therefore, 
somewhat revered 
by 
the 
natives 


of 
the. 
Spanish-American 
countries 


along 
the 
I'aeitic 
coast. 
The 


tree 
produces 
au 
css«ntial 
oil 


which is valuable, and a resin like the 
resin of cinchona. An extract made 
from the tree jield- a substance capable 
of ncntrali/.in'g strong acids ami form- 
ing crystalline salts. 
The leaves, dried 


and powdered, have been found useful 
as a medicine, for certain maladies, nml 
the bark and wood have been utili/.eil 
for the same purpose. But the discov- 
ery of the most remarkable use, towhieli 
this ttee can be put was Ihe result ol 
an accident a couple of jeiirs ago. Tho 
eucalyptus tree had llouri-hed on Cali- 
fornia soil, and had been employed a- 
an ornament and shade tree in uianyol 
the cities and scltlemenls along the 
Pacific coast. 
It Nvill be remembered 


that for a long time piisl engineers all 
over the country suffered from scale 
forming in their boilers and from cor- 
rosion.
